Removal of prohibition on export of iron from 
Canton Province.—Peking, Gaactle, 6th Fe- 
braary, 1897, 

Chang Chih-tung, Governor-General and Acts 
ing Governor of Kiwangtung, proseita a memo- 
rial humbly’ praying that as an act of kindness 
to merchants and others His Majesty will re- 
nove the existing prohibitions relating to iron, 

The Memorialist bas revoivod a report frow 
Wang Yii-tsso, Salt Commissioner for Kwang- 
tuay -and Kwangsi, and Kao Ch'ung-chi, Fin- 


ancial Commissioner for Kwangtang, in which 
they state that the export by sua of iron and 
articles made of iron has been forbidden through- 
out the country with the object of proventiny 
the furnishing of supplies to pirates. But, 
they continue, now that the maritimerastriotions 
have buat remorat. tik jrene al’ condition ‘of 
atfuics is very different from what i¢ was 
formerly. Bvery year foreign stood and iron 
are imported from abroad to the amount of some 
tens of millions of catties; guns, firearms, and 
otber articlos ara bought, by the million; and 
saveral millions of. taels aro spent in making 
payment for ths same. . The‘ altogcther one- 
‘sided character of this trade is eminontly un- 
fair. Of Jate years groat attention bas been 
paid to mining sffairs throughout the oountry, 
and ‘the two chief staples are coal and iron. 
Canton iron is of unusaal fineness and vx 
callence, but the market for it is limited, 
Should any one wish to convey it to the 
coast ports for sale, ho is hampered first 
‘by tho oot of land transport and then by tho 
illegality of shipment by sea The raault: is 
that, foreign iro’ penotrates everywhers, aud 
all tho ‘profit falls to its share. Now that the 
Canton Board of mines is stimalating the oner- 
gies of the.people in thodircation of mining, the 
two Commissionors conoviva it thuirdaty to pray 
that tho Memorialist will reprasentto His. Ma- 
jesty theadvisability of removing the prohibi- 
‘tion against the export by seu of iron and 
articles made of irou, the anid goods paying, ns 
is required by law, duty and Zeken at the port of 
shipment, a phe g 

The Memorialist would observe that in Kwang- 
tung and Kwangsi iron has long been produced 
in targe quantities, but the comsnmption of it 
ig restrioled by ita confinement'to a narrow area. 
Not only does foreign iron ponotrate everywhera 
causing asorione drain on the.wealth of the coun- 
try, but there is an illicit trade, which cannot ba 
ontirely prevented, in. the surplns stocks of tho 
Jooal iron, Thus there is merely ony more ob- 
atacle thrown in the way of the dorolopment of 
mining and one more source of profit lost to the 
merchants and manufacturers, 

Tho Memorialiat would hambly recall the fact 
that, in thelast month of the 9th year of Hia 
Majesty's reign, whon he held the post of Gov- 
eruor of Shansi, in conjunction with Li Hung- 
chang, Minister Superintendent of Trade for 
the Northorn Ports, ho reqnosted His Majesty 
to sanotion the removal of the prohibition on the 
export of Shausi iron from Tiontsin by-ses; 
whioh request was approved by Deree, and ac- 
cordingly Shensi iron has now for wvoral years 
been exported from Tientsin by sea to the threo 
Moancharion. provinces, Tho cna of Kwang- 
tung and Kwangsi is similar to that of Shansi. 
Morvover at the present moment steps are 
deing taken to develop the mineral resources of 
Kwangtung, and it ia in the interest of private 
trade that the Commissioners requst that the 

ecedent may be followed by removing the pro- 

ibition against exportation.” 

Accordingly the Momarialist would bambly 
Pray that in order to enconrage mining enter- 
prise and afford profit to persons in trade, His 
Moajesty. may be plensed to permit iron and 
articles of iron to bo exported by son for sale from 
Kwangtungand Kwangsi.

dictatorship ‘during the continuance of the 
war. A Generalissimo thus placed with fall pow- 
ers ab the head’ of an wry of some 4,000,090 
of men mny bo successful If so, all will admit 
that the Republic will ron a danger through his 
snecess, [fhe is not succossful, the strong pro- 
bability is that France will not be greatly drivan 
bask within ‘hor frontier, und to some extent 
will be able to hold her own; with an orer-in- 
creasing amount of suffering caused by. tho pros- 
sure of taxation, aad tho withdrawal of men from 
agriculturo and from trade.
